THE MANDATE 


Great changes in human conduct and the awakening of the con- 
science of a people seldom come about suddenly or capriciously. Moral 
evolution is a slow process, and despite contradictions and obscurities 
that occur in al] the basic experiences of mankind, its progress follows 
a course that is at once logical! and irresistible. 

Reason, causes, motives and progress itself are merely relative in 
their degree of influence upon development. The American Revolution 
was accomplished through a series of advances in the thought of the 
people both in America and in England. Slavery was abolished in this 
country under different circumstances and conditions, but through the 
application of the same influences. ° , 

Those who witnessed the creation of a new nation on this con- 
tinent, and their descendants a few decades later who spilled their 
blood in a contest between opposing ideals and aspirations in the Civil 
War doubtless were not themselves fully aware of the great forces 
underlying their thoughts and acts. The perspective of time alone 
gives a balanced view of history. 

The problems of today are not less fundamenta! than those which 
the past has met and solved. Not the least of these is the question of 
prohibition enforcement in the United States. It is a moral, economic 
and governmental! problem which must be recognized honestly and 
courageously and treated intelligently if the people of this nation 
are to preserve the liberties which the nation’s founders made possible 
by sacrifice, devotion and service. 

' Prohibition enforcement cannot be solved by extremists either 
among its friends or its foes. It cannot be solved emotionally or 
sentimentally, nor can it be successfully effected solely by the rigor of 
the law, by the individual or collective energy of those charged with 
its administration, or by unlimited appropriations for its conduct. 

Real laws are not made by officials, but are expressions of the 
public will. No government can enforce a law which a people will not 
obey. Hence, if the Eighteenth Amendment and the Volstead Act have 
not served the purpose for which they were created the responsibility 
for lack of success cannot be laid at the door of the government or 
placed upon the shoulders of any official of government. In the larger 
sense, success or failure for prohibition enforcement, as for all law, 
rests with the majority of the nation’s citizenship. 

In the recent Presidential contest prohibition enforcement was a 
definite and well-understood issue; one aspirant for the Presidency 
based his campaign on a promise to do all in his power to change the 
basic purposes of the Eighteenth Amendment, and his adversary 
specifically pledged himself to enforce the law as it stands. 

: The candidate favoring modification was defeated—not any 
particular section of the country or by any distinct class of the elector- 
ate, but by an expression of national sentiment constituting one of the 
most comprehensive and representative verdicts ever rendered by a 


people. 

It is not to be assumed that all of the millions who voted for Smith 
approved his modification views, or that the oe number of millions 
who elected Hoover were his adherents solely because he espoused 
enforcement, but the outcome of the election as a whole undoubtedly 
did the will of the popular majority on the prohibition question. 

That result, therefore, is a definite mandate to carry out faithfully 
and efficiently the provisions of the prohibition law. It is a mandate 


the United States is a government by a majority—and the majority 
that elected Hoover President and approved his stand on the Eight- 
eenth Amendment placed squarely on the conscience of every citizen, 
whether a supporter of Hoover or Smith, the duty of observing the 
majority will. 

A majority of the people and a majority of the States favor en- 
forcement of the Eighteenth Amendment and of the Volstead Act. Hoover 
was supported by those who approved his attitude on this issue and who 
believed he would earnestly, honestly and fearlessly try to meet the 
responsibilities he has assumed. 

Those who have had persona) contact with the President-elect, or who 
have acquainted themselves with his temperament and personality, fully 
understand that he does not undertake a task unless he intends to handle 
it with sincerity and energy. 

With regard to enforcement of this specific law, President Hoover

Many of them, of 
themselves, point to the remedy. 

It is largely up to you to find out the 
conditions responsible for the presence of 
the disease. Every individual is a case 
unto himself and must be considered 
from all potential angles. 

At best, all I can present are general 
measures which, in my experience, I 
have found most efficacious in handling 
the trouble. 

, In this issue I shall present a few 
the measures that are of great value in 
the solution of constipation. 

This series of articles will end very 
shortly with a recommended general! re- 
gime of diet and hygiene. 

Necessity of Water 


On the subject of laxatives and their 
action as explained several weeks ago, I 
stressed the effect of salt. Its action in 
robbing the blood of its fluid and thus 
washing out the bowel wastes was clearly 
pointed out—the salt acting merely as a 
means of inducing liberal quantities of 
water to be discharged into the intesti- 
nal tract, thus acting as a purge. 

With this idea in mind, would it not be 
an advisable plan to accomplish the 
same results procured by the ingestion

of salts? That is, if it is desirable to 
accumulate considerable quantities of 
water in the digestive tube in order to 
foster favorable bowel action, it quite 
‘logically follows that the copious drink- 
ing of water will act as a splendid peris- 
taltic stimulant. 
This is so for several reasons. 


First of all, the mere presence of water 
or any other solid substance augments 
peristaltic contractions. Then, the large 
quantity of fluid helps to dissolve hard- 
ened fecal wastes which often adhere to 
the intestinal mucous membrane. 

In a sense, it softens the fecal mass, 
and, to some extent, washes the intes- 
tinal mucosa clean of adhering masses. 

The Morning Glass 

Unless one consumes a large quantity 
of fruit, and fruit is mostly water, having 
its excellent effects, I would most assur- 
edly recommend the consumption of 
from four to eight glasses of pure water 
each day. 

Note I say “pure” water—not medicat- 
ed water, or doped water. 

The common custom of drinking one or 
two glasses of water in the early morning 
on arising, is an excellent one. It doesn’t 
particularly matter whether it is cool or 
warm water. The essence of the matter 
is that at this time of the morning, it

Loosening the Adhesions 

If you could see the inside of the intes- 
tinal tract, you would note that large 
quantities of fecal substance adhere to 
the intestinal wall. The peristaltic con- 
tractile power, strong or weak, as it may 
be, is yet insufficient to dislodge these 
close-sticking masses. The external ab- 


quently, external aid is necessary. This 
is accomplished by several means. There 
are machines on the market which have 
oscillating straps that vibrate the abdo- 
men. These are really a substitute for 
abdominal massage, a method used for 
centuries by civilized men and by primi- 
ve savages to overcome constipation. 
Self-Administered Massage 

The so-called Swedish massage is a 
highly evolved technique which serves to 
dislodge these closely adhering fecal 
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masses, and thus to augment their dis- 
charge. 

Properly given Swedish massage will 
also greatly stimulate peristaltic activity 
through external stimulation. Much 
good can also be achieved by the patient 
himself.

There are other individuals who suffer 
from a constipation of excessive adipos- 
ity in which the intestines have under- 
gone fatty degeneration. 

Nothing will help such a state except 

the reduction of the fat content that in- 
filtrates the mtestinal muscles. 
* fasting for such cases is of prime 
value. Then, the other measures as 
recommended will usually overcome 
stasis of constipation.

Abdominal Pendulousness 


The patient may not necessarily be 
adipose but the abdomen is still quite 
pendulous. In very many instances this 
is due to what we call a genera! visceral 
optosis, meaning a general falling of the 
abdominal and pelvic soft organs. 

When this has occurred, of course 
there is nothing to be done except follow 
a program of thorough, systematic up- 
building of the abdominal supporting 
muscles. However, for the temporary 
emergency, the orthopedic men have de- 
vices—a great assortment and variety of 
abdominal supports. 

There is no sense in taking the fanat- 
ic stand that such supports do not ac- 
complish a good purpose even though it 
be temporary. 

In the acute condition of visceral op- 
tosis such as falling of the intestines or 
falling of the uterus, these supports will 
serve as a temporary means of holding 
the organs in place, while the course of 
exercises and physical training will slow- 
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ly rebuild the flaccid abdominal struc- 
tures. .

Wilson and Winston Churchill war cor-

But it was at Cape Town that David 
first met Kitchener. By June 5, 1900, 
Roberts had entered Pretoria, and David 
began to prepare for the reconstruction 
he knew must come. 

In 1903 he had made his first million 
and received a knighthood for his share 
in guaranteeing part of the reconstruc- 
tion loans. In 1905 little Mary was, 
born at her father’s fine house in Park-— 
town, the Mayfair of Johannesburg. Sir 
David and Lady Logan and family re- 
turned to England in 1913, because 
young David, aged eighteen, would be 
leaving Eton very soon and eight year 
old Mary’s education had to begin. 
When the great war broke out in 1914, 
on David was forty-four and Mary 
orty. 

Young David went at once into the 
Guards, and his father gave a hundred 
thousand pounds to the Red Cross.

Lord Ivinghoe spent the war years 
serving on financial commissions in al- 
lied countries and the signing of the 
peace treaty brought him ah earldom. 
Young David left the army with an 
honorable wound, two decorations, and 
the rank of captain. 

Young David, now Lord Wendover, 
had been responsible for the few threads 
of gray in her fair shingle.

| Why Make Passenger 
Service More of a Bur- 
den on Freight Rates? 


The railways of western territory incurred a 
net loss of $36,000,000 in 1927 in rendering 
their pacseane train service. The operating 
expenses and taxes chargeable to their passen- 
er train service exceeded their total earnings 
it by the amount mentioned, according 
to the Bureau of Statistics of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission. 

This loss had to be paid from freight earn- 
ings. Farmers and other shippers oubtedly 
would oppose any legislation by Congress 
which they knew would increase the annual 
loss from passenger service that would have 
to be paid from freight rates. 

And yet Congress is being urged to pass at 
its next session legislation which would be sure 
to increase the loss from passenger service. 

The western railways receive about 
$16,000,000 annually from the “Pullman Sur- 
charge.” Congress is again being urged to pass 
a law abolishing the “surcharge.” Without it 
the net operating loss of the western lines 
from their passenger service in 1927 would 
have been $62,000,000. 

The “surcharge” is an extra charge for lux- 
ury service which repeatedly has been upheld 
by the Interstate Commerce Commission as 
reasonable. Travel in sleeping and parlor cars, 
to which it applies, has steadily increased, 
while travel in day coaches has been declin- 
ing. This shows the traveling public ih gen- 
eral finds the extra charge reasonable for the 
luxury service for which it is paid. 

The House Committee on Interstate Com- 
merce has said that legislation abolishing the. 
surcharge would start rate-making by Con- 
gress, reduce the cost of transportation for 
those best able to pay, and postpone reductions 
or cause increases in other rates, including 
those on farm products. 

Legislation to abolish the surcharge would 
be as unjustifiable as any railway legislation 
that Congress could pass.
